New and Fatal Horse Disease, j 


The present outbreak of a very fatal 


epizootic disease of horse-, in Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Missouri and other 
middle western states is attracting 
wide attention from all horse owner-. 
Although no case has yet been re- 
ported in Wisconsin, it seems wise to 
call attention to the chief symptoms of 
the disease in order that any outbreak 
may be early recognized and steps be 
taken to control it. 


The State Veterinarian of Nebraska 


states that the disease is not confined 
to any particular locality, horses in 
dry sections as well as low, damp sec- 
tions being affected. There is abso- 
lutely nothing known about tne na- 
ture, cause, treatment or prevention of 
tnc malady. Horses usually succumb 
to the infection; not more than live 
per cent recover, and in the Veterin- 
arian's opinion these few recoveries 
are not due to any treatment. It at- 
tacks horses of all ages, but mostly 
young animals between two and siv 
years old. 
Most of the horses (lie 


within forty-eight hour-*, a few linger 
for a week or more. In .some casrt, 
death occurs within twelve hours. 


The initial symptoms are variable. 


However, indications that the central 
nervous system is chiefly involved arc 
shown by general lassitude, grinding 
of the teeth, deranged sensibility, etc. 
The animals cannot control the move- 
ments of the limbs, and fall down and 
generally remain Hat on trie side with- 
out showing any evidence of pain but 
may make automatic movements with 
the legs. 
The temperature in the 


greater number of cases ranges be- 
tween 103 degrees and 106 degrees!''. 
At first, the pulse is nearly normal, 
later it fluctuates, and finally becomes 
very fast and imperceptible. At the 
same time the breathing is increased 
and abnormal. 


Dr. O. II. Eliason, State Veterinar- 


ian, 
and Dr. IA 13, Hadley 
of the 


Veterinary Department of the Agri- 
cultural College are prepared to res- 
pond immediately to calls from resi- 
dents of Wisconsin who have any 
reason to suspect this extremely fatal 
disease among their horses.

However, indications that the central 
nervous system is chiefly involved are 
shown by general lassitude, grinding 
of the teeth, deranged sensibility, etc. 
The animals cannot conirol the move- 
ments of the limbs, and fall down and 
generally remain Hat on the side with- 
out showing any evidence of pain but 
may maKC automatic movements with 
the legs. 
Tlie temperature in the 


greater number of cases ranges be- 
tween 103 degrees and 10(5 degrees F. 
At first, the pulse is nearly normal, 
later it Muctuates, and finally becomes 
very fast and imperceptible. 
At the 


same time the breathing is increased 
and abnormal.

of the facts and largely a law unto 
himselt.—From the Century.

In New York upward of 200,000 per 


sons were arraigned before the pp'llc€ 
magistrates during the year .1910 and 
another hundred thousand were prob- 
ably brought into their courts by sum- 
mons. Over this huge army of 'people, 
many of whom are' entirely innocent 
ot any offense, the magistrates exert 
an almost undisputed sway, for their 
decisions are in nine cases out of ten 
absolutely 
final.

In other words, they pass judgment 


upon the personal liberty and rights 
of more than 
25,'OOp citizens every 


month of the year, and, save in a few 
Instances, their decisions are accept- 
ed without appeal or review .of any 
kind. 
No other tribunal in the .land 


administers justice' on so vast a^ scale 
or exerts anything even approaching 
'so unbridled a power. It is at once 
a court of first and last resort, pre- 
sided over by a' cadi, supreme arbiter 
of the facts and largely a law unto 
himself.—From the Century..
